The same care was lavlshed upon
It. but when hnrvest tlms camo, the rice
crops (the staplo food of the people)
were a total fallure, ns a rrsult of too
little sunshlne and too much rain.
"Lnst woek," says one report, "Mr.

Lampe nnd I devoted two dnys to Kuri-
hnra county, In Miyagl Provlnce, on tho
Invltatlon of Mr Tatsumo, thc head ofllcial
of tho county, who sald hls soction was

the worst of slxtoen In the provlnce. At
the nfllce, ho showed us* the statlstles
thnt had been carjfully collected, F.io
gist of whlch Is as follows: Thero are

92,75(5 people, of whlch 41,541 aro on the
edgo of starvatlon. The county's aver¬

age crop of rice Is 162,000 koku, of whlch
they were able to export 50,000 koku. but
thls yeor's crop Is ony 12,1100 koku,
less than ten per cent. of a normal crop.
Of course the rcsultl Is tvidespread suf¬
fering, which bears most severely on tne
poor farmers and vlllage people.

Children Thin and Pale.
Tho chlldren were pale and thin even

In November, and tho school attendance
ilecreasing every day. In tha aimctcd
district, seven or elght out of ten chll¬
dren do not brlng any lunch to school,
nnd when they do. It conslsts of
enkos made up of ten p'-r cent. of for-
olxn rice. twenty per cent. barley, and
the rest of roots. Everywhere schools are
closing because tho children havo no food.
An old man waa mot on tho road with

a load of brush on hls back, and the
followlng conversatlnn ensued;
"Old mnn. how old are you?''
"I am sixty-nino yenrs old.
"Whero dld you get that brush?"
"I walked twelvo mllia to gathcr lt,

and am now golng to sell lt."
"What wlll you got for It?"
"! wlll got thice go of rlco (about one

plnO. . i*;
¦.How many hnvo you In your famlly?'
"My wlfe, sixty-seven years old, wno

Is slck, nnd two grandchlldren, ages elght
nnd flve. Soon thero be three or four feet
of snow, and then I cannot gntner brush,
so thero wlll bo nothing left us but to
die."

The President Appeals.
So omlnous ls the outlnok, that Presi¬

dent Roosevelt Iui3 been moved to ad¬
dress an appeal to tho Amerrcan peoplo
In bt-hnlf of the sufferitig natlon, in whlch
he snys:
"Tho fnmlne situation in northern Ja¬

pan i.-- proving much more serlous than
at llrst supposed, and thousands of per¬
sons nro on tho vi-rgo of starvatlon. It Is
a calamity such as may oc-caslonally be-
fnll any natlon. Nations, llke men,
should stand ever ready to sAd each
other In dlstress, and I nppoal to tho
American peoplo to help from thelr nbun-
danco thelr suffering follow-uir-n of the
great and friendly natlon of Japan."

churlan War, countlng tho wounded and
missing as dead."
